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(54) Title: ANAEROBICALLY CURABLE COMPOSITION 
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(57) Abstract: An anaerobically curable composition comprising (a) a polymerizable monomer having at a molecular end a func- 
tional group represented by the general formula H 2 C=C(R> (R is hydrogen or methyl), (b) an organic peroxide, (c) o-benzoic sul- 
fimide, and (d) a salt selected among the sodium, potassium, and calcium salts of a weakly acidic substance. It has a high curing rate 
despite its high storage stability. It further has high bonding strength. In particular, adherends on which conventional anaerobically 
curable compositions are difficult to cure, such as inert metals and plastics, can be rapidly bonded with this composition. 
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2. Citations and explanations 
Claims 1-5 

The sodium alginate of reduced molecular weight and slightly digestive dextrin described in 
document 1 [JP, 1 1-75777, A (Kibun Food Chemifa Co., Ltd.), 23 March, 1999 (23.03.99)] cited in the 
ISR correspond respectively to the water soluble and slightly fermentable food fibers and water soluble 
and fermentable food fibers described in claim 1. However, the ratio of the former to the latter in 
document 1 is out of the ratio range of 1 part by weight to 0.1 to 3 parts by weight described in claim 1. 
On the other hand, the subject matters of claims 1-5 with the ratio of both the materials kept in the above 
range exhibit a special effect that cannot be predicted from document I. In view of the differences in 
constitution and effect, the subject matters of claims 1-5 appear to be novel and to involve an inventive 
step. 
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2. Citations and explanations 

The subject matters of claims 1-3 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of document 1 [US, 
4215209, A (National Starch and Chemical Corp.), 29 July, 1980 (29.07.80), the claims, column 7, line 
38 to column 8, line 3, Examples], document 2 [US, 5411998, A (Loctite Ireland Ltd.), 2 May, 1995 
(02.05.95), the claims], document 3 [JP, 4-261484, A (Three Bond Co., Ltd.), 17 September, 1992 
(17.09.92), the claims], document 4 [JP, 5-105847, A (Three Bond Co., Ltd.), 27 April, 1993 (27.04.93), 
the claims] and document 5 [JP, 60-32868, A (Okura Industrial Co., Ltd.), 20 February, 1985 (20.02.85), 
the claims] respectively cited in the ISR. Since it is publicly known as described in document 1, that if a 
chelator (tetrasodiumethylenediamine tetraacetic acid) is added to an anaerobically curable composition 
containing a material like an accelerator, stabilization action can be presented, a person skilled in the art 
could have easily applied said chelator to an anaerobically curable composition system containing 
saccharine as an accelerator for the purpose of stabilization. 

The anaerobically curable composition using a specific weakly acidic substance described in claim 4 
is neither described in any of the documents cited in the ISR nor could have been easily conceived of by 
a person skilled in the art from the descriptions of the documents.
